ment in one of Mr. Foote's pieces at the Haymarket. 


As no explanation could juſtify ſo abſurd a meaſure, 


ono apology-could palliate it. An evaſive letter in the 
. newſpapers, promiſing a juſtification at a future day, was 


treated with univerſal contempt, org Ute, remorſe, 
and feelingly alive to the diſgrace he brought on 


diſpenſation, Though incumbered with debts, he might 
ſtill have retrieved die circumſtances, if not his cha- 
racter, had he attended tq the leſſons of prudence; but 
his 8 conti undimĩniſhed, and drove him 
to ſchemes which overwhelmed him with additional in- 
famy. He deſcended ſo low as to the editor of 
a newſpaper, and is ſaid to have attempted to diſengage 


.  himaſelt from his debts by a commiſſion of bankruptcy, 
in which he failed. From this period every ſtep led to

complete his ruin. In the ſummer of 1776 he went to 
France, and, with little regard to deceney,-paraded it in 
a phæton at the races on the Plains of Sablons, drefſed 
in all the foppery of the kingdom in which he then res 
ſided. He returned to England about the beginning of 
winter, and continued to exerciſe the duties of his func- 
tion, particularly at the Magdalen Chapel, where he ſtill 
was heard with approhation, and where his lat ſermon 
was preached 3 2, 1777, two days only before 
he ſigned the fatal i it which brought him to an 
ignominious death. e CW . 
Preſſed at length by creditors, whoſe importunities he 
was unable longer to ſoothe, he fell upon an expedient, 
from the conſequences of which he could not eſcape. He 
forged a bond, from his pupil Lord Cheſterfield, for the 
ſum of 42001. and upon the credit of it obtajned a con- 

ſiderable ſum of money. Detection of the fraud almdft - 
immediately followed. He was taken before'a magi- 
ſtrate, and committed to priſon. At the ſeſſions beld at the 
Old Bailey, February 24, his trial commenced ; and the 
commiſſion of the offence being clearly proved, he was 
pronounced guilty ; but the ſentence was poſtponed, un- 
til the ſentiments of the judges could be taken 3 
the admiſſibility of an evidence; whoſe teſtimony |! 
been made uſe of to convit him. 
This accident” ſuſpended his fate until the enſuing 
ſeſſion. In the mean time, the doubt which had been 
luggeſted, as to the validity of the evidence, was re. 
moved, by the unanimous opinion of the judges, that 
the teſtimony of the perſon objected to had been proper) 
and legally received. This information was communi- 
cated to the criminal on the 12th of May ; and on the 
26th of the ſame month he was brought to the bar, to 
receive his ſentence.

Of him whoſe life is ſhorten- 
ed hy his crimes, the laſt duties are humility and felf- 
ahaſement. We owe to God ſincere repentance ; we 
owe to man the appearance of repentance. We ought 
not to propagate an opinion, that he who lived in wick- 
edneſs can die with courage. If the ſerenity or gaiety 


with which ſome men have ended a life of guilt, were 
unfeigned, they can be imputed only to ignorance or ſtu- 
— „to voluntary intoxica- 


pidity, or, what is more 
tion : if they were artificial and hypocritical, they are 
acts of deception, the uſeleſs and unprofitable crimes of 


pride unmortified, and obſtinacy unſubdued. 


There is yet another crime poſſible, and, as there is 
reaſon to believe, ſometimes committed in the Jaſt mo- 


ment, on the margin of eternity, Men have died with 
. -a ſtedfaſt denial of crimes, of which it is very difficult 


to ſuppoſe them innocent. By what equivocation or 


reſerve they may have reconciled their conſciences to 


falſehood, if their conſciences were at all conſulted, it is 


impoſſible to know. But if they thought that, when 


they were to dic, they paid their legal forfeit, and that 
the world had no farther demand upon them; that 
therefore they might, by keeping their own ſeerets, try 
to leave behind them a diſputable reputation; and that 
the falſchood was harmleſs, becauſe none were injured, 


they had very little conſidered the nature of ſociety.
